BLOOMFIELD — Although a 
study by the state Department 
of Public Health and Welfare 
has found them to pose no 
problem, field rats living along

especially from newspapers and 
broadcasting 
stations, 
ac­ 
cording 
to 
Stoddard County 
Clerk John Marvin Capps. 
Capps said he has received 
numerous calls, but none have 
been of a complaining nature 
and no one living in the area 
where the rats are found has 
filed any kind of formal com­ 
plaint. 
“ Most of the calls are from 
newspapers,” he said. 
The furor over the rats has 
even reached California. The 
D exter 
Police 
D epartm ent 
recently 
reported 
that 
a 
California newspaper had called 
the 
department, seeking 
in­ 
formation about the rats. 
Many 
of the calls Capps 
receives, however, are from 
persons selling rat poison or 
exterminating services. 
One person even offered to kill 
all the rates br charge the 
county nothing for the job if he 
did not succeed. Capps said it 
was an attractive offer although 
the county did not take it up 
because “ it’s not our property.” 
“ If it was on our property,” 
Capps continued, “something 


would already have been done 
about it.” 
It has been determined that 
the area inhabited by the rats is 
owned by Cotton Belt Railroad 
Co. Brush and undergrowth in 
the area have been allowed to 
grow up and fall over year after 
year, forming excellent cover 
for the rats. 
The county has contacted the 
railroad, which responded this 
week in a letter to the court. 
“ This 
m atter 
has 
not 
heretofore come to our at­ 
tention,” Roy Cosper, general 
solicitor for the railroad firm, 


said in the letter. 
"I have 
referred 
your letter to our 
superintendent at Pine Bluff, 
Ark., with the request that he 
investigate and undertake to 
remedy the m atter.” 
The Division of Health in­ 
vestigation advises that if the 
ground cover is destroyed, the 
problem w ill be solved. 
Most people in the county 
seem to agree that the rates are 
not a serious problem 
Much 
reaction to the rats seems to be 
laughter. Several have offered 
suggestion as to how to get rid of 
the little creatures. 


One county agency informed

A phy sician has, since time 
immemorial, been bound to 
secrecy concerning his patient’s 
ills. The tradition is as old as the 
Hippocratic

the issue is not simply an 
economic or a moral one--it is 
medical. The v ery ex istence of a 
sy stem which puts indiv idual 
medical records into a com­ 
puterized information bank open 
to the ex amination of many 
people will inev itably lower the 
quality of medieal care. A 
doctor cannot alway s properly 
treat a patient who is unable to 
speak frankly and in perfect 
confidence. 
There must be some better 
way to ev aluate health care 
procedures prov ided for under 
federally -financed 
programs. 
Opening a doctor’s medical files 
on patients is a gross abuse of 
gov ernmental 
power.

One of the less earthshaking, though nonetheless in­ 
structive examples of detente in action came out at the 
recent Helsinki European Security Conference when 
West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt announced 
that he and Polish leaders had wrapped up a long delayed 
agreement to swap German financial aid for the 
repatriation of ethnic Germans from Poland. 
In return for a Polish promise to permit some 125,000 
Germans living in Poland to go to West Germany, the 
West Germans agreed to grant $384 million to Poland in 
financial credits and also to give a lump sum of $500 
million to cover pensions claims of other Germans still 
living in Poland. 
Communist Poland, it would seem, makes out very 
well on this exchange. A large number of now elderly 
Germans are finally allowed to leave for their homeland, 
in return for which, a nearly $900 million payment was 
handed over by West Germany. 
Schmidt hailed the agreement as a new step in ‘‘im­ 
proving relations” between Germany and Poland.

Should the name of North America’s highest mountain 
be changed from Mt. McKinley to Denali? 
That is the question facing the Department of the 
Interior — or specifically, the department’s Board on 
Geographic Names, which is responsible for uniform 
name usage on federal maps and other publications. 
William McKinley, of course, was the 25th president of 
the United States, though his name was actually 
bestowed on the mountain by a prospector (who was 
evidently a staunch Republican) in 1896 when McKinley 
was still just a nominee for the presidency. 
But who was Denali? Well, Denali, it seems, is a 
tanana Indian name measuring ‘‘the big one,” and for 
some reason the Alaska legislature last March passed a 
joint resolution requesting the Department of the 
Interior to make that name official. McKinley’s memory 
would still be honored by changing Mt. McKinley 
National Park to just plain McKinley National Park. 
The Board on Georgraphic Names now has the task of 
deciding for or against the resolution and is seeking 
public opinion on the matter. So far, says Donald J. Orth, 
one of the department’s name specialists, they haven’t 
received many responses.

Therefore, every citizen should 
be aware of, and deeply con­ 
cerned by, a proposed new in­ 
vasion 
by 
government

An amendment to the Social 
Security Act now requires the 
establishment of Professional 
S ta n d a r d s 
R e v ie w 
O rganizations 
(PSRO s) 
to 
evaluate 
the 
health 
care 
provided 
under 
federally- 
sponsored Medicare, Medicaid 
and child health programs. It 
em poers 
the 
governm ent, 
through 
these 
PSROs, 
to 
examine 
patient 
records 
in 
doctors’ offices. Until this law 
was passed, people were able to 
assume that what they told their 
doctor would go no further. Now, 


unless Congress acts to repeal, 
modify or reinterpret the law, 
this essential confidentiality of 
individual medical records will 
be 
destroyed. 
M edical 
spokesmen 
warn 
that 
these 
records will be computerized 
and become available to too 
many people. Lives could be 
ruined. As an example, an old 
and long-forgotten record of a 
nervous disorder or venereal 
disease might, if it became part 
of

ployment and job opportunities. 
A physician has, since time 
immemorial,

Washington Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON-The 
S tate 
Department 
sees 
a 
“ clear 
possibility that terrorists will 
use fright weapons,” such as 
lasers, chemicals, biologicals, 
radiation and nuclear arm s, to 
blackmail and perhaps destroy 
nations 
Although “such use is not 
inevitable,’’ according to a State 
D epartm ent 
study, 
the 
technology 
is available to 
develop 
scare 
weapons 
and 
terrorists have the ability to 
steal them. 
Still, the State Department 
holds out hope that “small 
radical groups” cannot acquire 
the hideous weapons and that 
“ larger terrorist organizations” 
will be deterred from using 
them “ by what would be an 
extremely severe response by 
the world community.” 
World opinion, however, has 
not deterred terrorists from 
c o m m ittin g 
s m a ll- s c a le 
outrages. Since 1968, terrorists 
have killed 500 people and have 
wounded another 600 to 800. 
Among the victims, 16 U.S. 
officials have been murdered 
and 32 have been wounded 
The 
terrorists 
have 
also 
managed to arm themselves 
with 
deadly, 
sophisticated 
weapons, 
including shoulder- 
fired Soviet missiles capable of 
knocking down airliners. 
The State Department study 
confirms our past reports that 
Libya has been an important 
source of weapons for terrorist 
groups. On May 25, 1974, we 
called 
L ibya’s 
M uam m ar 
Qaddafi one of the world’s most 
irresponsible leaders for arming 
terro rists, 
without 
m uch 
throught for the consequences. 
The Soviets have sent huge 
arm s shipments to Qaddafi who 
has supplied terrorist groups 
from Ireland to the Philippines. 
Meanwhile, he is trying to get 
his hands on tactical nuclear 
weanons. 


A p p a r e n tly , 
t e r r o r i s t 
organizations 
work 
together 
through an international radical 
underground. "W'e have seen 
cooperation 
among 
terrorist 
groups 
in 
Latin 
America,” 
states the study. “Additionally, 
there are indications of in­ 
creasing cooperation among the 
Baader-Meinhof gang in West 
G erm any, 
the 
so-called 
Jap an ese 
Red 
Army 
and 
Palestinian 
terrorist 
groups, 
particularly the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine.’’ 
Kidnaping 
has 
become 
a 
favorite terrorist tactic. The 
State Department cites a Rand 
Corporation study of 63 major 
diplomatic kidnaping efforts. In 
87 per cent of the cases, the 
hostages 
were seized 
suc­ 
cessfully. In 79 per cent of the 
cases, the kidnapers escaped 
punishment. 
There have also been ominous 
intelligence reports that the 
international 
terrorists 
are 
plotting to zero in on the United 
States. 
Footnote: The State Depar­ 
tment conducted the study in 
response to questions from the 
Senate Internal Security sub­ 
committee, which will publish 
the results shortly. 
SOVIET 
GRAIN 
CON­ 
TROVERSY: The Soviets have 
asked 
Washington 
for 
per­ 
mission to purchase another 11 
million tons of grain. This would 
more than double the 9.8 million 
tons that have already been sold 
to Russia. 
The total sale, if the new 
request 
is 
approved, 
would 
come close to 21 million tons- 
almost two million tons more 
than 
the 
controversial 
1972 
wheat deal. 
Farm organizations are for 
approval of the Soviet request. 
The farm ers contend that the 
government encouraged them to 
increase 
their 
planting 
this 
spring. The American wheat 
crop, therefore, is expected to 


surpass two billion bushels this 
year. Two-thirds of this must be 
sold 
overseas, 
the 
farm ers 
claim Otherwise, they will be 
stuck with huge surplus stocks 
and the bottom will fall out of the 
market. 
The sale of another 11 million 
tons to Russia, on the other 
hand, will push up grain prices.

Our sources 
say the U.S. might be able to 
import about eight per cent of its 
oil requirements from the Soviet 
Union.

ever before. What happens? The 
foreigners are sending their 
ships 
to 
our 
ports 
and 
drastically cutting freight rates 
while skimming off the best high 
value cargoes in some trades. 
These practices must cease...or 
else 
the 
entire 
U.S.-flag 
cargoliner industry may suffer 
irreparable 
damage 
to 
the 
detriment

economy and defense.” To meet 
this threat, Senator Daniel K.

Gullett, the young, Cincinnati Reds left-hander, fired a fivehit, 4-0 shutout Thursday 
night—his first shutout since May 31—for his fourth straight victory over the Cardinals 
this year. 
Now 11-3 for the season, Gullett has a 13-3 career record against the Cards. St. Louis 
hasn’t scored a run off Gullett in 14 innings, losing twice in the past 11 days. 
Gullett remains unimpressed with his mastery over the Cards. “I have no reason for 
my success against them.

EAST PRAIRIE - In a 
special session Wednesday 
night, the City Council approved 
a resolution calling for the 
paving of West Pine Street from 
Roberts to Garfield streets, with 
notices advertising the paving to 
be published in the local 
newspaper editions rtf Sept. 4 
and 11.

Episcopal bishop of Washington 
says he is withholding his per­ 
mission for five women to be 
ordained here Sept. 7 but that 
there is no question women will 
be ordained to the Episcopal 
priesthood 18 months from now. 
“There is a better way to ap­ 
proach the ordination of women 
than the way of an unauth­ 
orized or irregular service,” 
the Rt. Rev. William F. Creigh­ 
ton said Monday. “There is no 
question 
that 
duly 
qualified 
women will be ordained to the 
priesthood no later than 18 
months from now.” 
Bishop Creighton said he has 
told the Rt. Rev. George W. 
Barrett, 67, form er bishop of 
Rochester, N.Y., “ that he does 
not have m y permission to or­ 
dain deacons to the priesthood 
in this diocese.” 
Bishop B arrett, now of Santa 
Barbara, Calif., has agreed to 
ordain the five at St. Stephen 
and the 
Incarnation Church 
here. 


The Rev. William A. Wendt, 
rector of St. Stephen’s, said of 
Bishop Creighton’s statement, 
“ I don’t think that will deter 
Bishop B arrett or anyone else.” 
The church’s House of Bish­ 
ops ruled invalid the ordina­ 
tions of 11 women in Phila­ 
delphia on July 29. 1974, and 
the 
church’s 
bishops 
have 
agreed to withhold ordination 
from women until 1976, when 
the church's general convention 
will vote on the matter. 


Controversy is nothing new 
lor the Rev. Mrs. Edwards, a 
deacon at Evanston’s St. Mat­ 
thew Episcopal Church, whose 
role within the church once 
sparked heresy charges against 
the late Jam es A. Pike, former 
Episcopal Bishop of California. 


She was ordained as a deacon 
in 1963. In the sam e year, Bish­ 
op Pike formally recognized 
her as a m em ber of the Episco­ 
pal clergy — a move which led 
to the heresy charges against 
him. Bishop Pike resigned in 
1966 
because 
of 
other con­ 
troversies and finally left the 
church in 1969 after questioning 
church dogma for more than a 
decade.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
helicopter has become a valu­ 
able aircraft because of the 
energy crisis. 
The 
National 
Geographic 
Society says a survey shows 
that the whirlybird is in de­ 
mand by oil and coal com­ 
panies. 
It also ranges far beyond coal 
and petroleum fields to perform 
mercy missions, herd livestock, 
dust crops, control traffic, fight 
crime, fight forest fires, reseed 
forests, stock fish in remote 
lakes and streams and aid in 
pollution-control projects. 
Helicopters fly regular pollu­ 
tion patrols over places like 
San Francisco Bay. 
But helicopters are also tak­ 
ing the place of the cattle rus­ 
tler and his horse or truck. Not 
long ago, a whirlybird swooped 
out of the sky and spirited 
away a number of large hogs. 
The first helicopter destined 
for useful work was not seen 
publicly until an early Sikorsky 
model rose from Bridgeport, 
Conn., in 1942 for delivery to 
the U.S. Army Air Corps. It 
mystified onlookers on its 600- 
mile maiden voyage. One start­ 
led air-raid spotter reported, 
“A windmill just flew by.”
